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niAPPlNG OF GERMANY'S FUTURE 
The question of a hard or sort peace for 
Germany Is already agllntliig the British 
public, necordlng to rcporls from London. 
Just as it will cvcnliiully enguRO the ficrlous 
"attention of the American people. 

It Is a question which muat be decided on 
tho baals of whether the Germans, given a 
bad deal in the last peace, turned to a leader 
who eventually victimized Ihcm, or whether 
Hitler simply epitomized a bigotry, brutality 
and InjuIferablQ racial egoism which haa 
characterized the German national temper- 
ament lor generations, It not for centuries. 

The outcome of that decision will have in- 
calculable rc-iults, and it is unfortunate that 
the decision must be reached by nebulous 
routes. But there Is nothing to go on except 
an Interpretation of tho past history and a 
prediction of German's political, economic 
and ethical influence on the future, offered 
by the proponents of hard or soft peace on 
the basis of IdcoloEty and purely persona! bias. 

One thing, however, would probably be ad- 
mitted by both camps: A hard peace would 
raise more difficulties than one of milder 
terms. It would mean long occupation and 
a constant vigilance. It would moan re- 
adjusting Europe to a new economic scheme 
In which Germany, once tho continent's in- 
dustrial and scientific leader, would be a 
minor, decentralized country. 

It would be easier to argue that there could 
be no prosperous Europe without a prosperous 
Gennany, to maintain that allied bombs and 
shells had removed the threat of a German 
menace, to blame all Germany's sins on her 
departed nazl leaders, and to help Germany 
to regain her former dominant position. 

ThJs, It seems to us, would be not only an 
easier, but an Infinitely more dangerous 
course. But tho decision Is not ours or any 
newspaper's or citizen's. It Is necessarily a 
decision for tho heads of the occupying gov- 
ernments, which ought to be settled at an 
early meeting. 

Tho policy of German peace terms, like the 
policy of the United Nations organization, ' 
resta on agreement of tho blE powers. This 
must come tlirough argument and compro- 
mise, and it would be well if those processes 
were started soon. 

Tho formal peace conference may be long 
delayed. Meanwhile Europe seethes with 
trouble and confusion. It might case the 
situation if Messrs. Truman, Churchill, Stalin 
and De Gaulle could decide down which road 
Germany's way lies, and start her traveling

Hcportlng a decrease of HflOO 
acrca in augar beet planUoga. a 
bulletin from the bureau of agricul- 
tural economics of the department 
ot agriculture aliowi su^ar beet 
acreage In Idaho, In ig]3>lH3 was 
07,000 acres: 49,000 acres In IH3 and 
60,000 acres In 19H. 

Acreages harrcatcd were (3,000 In 
1933-1913. 13,000 In ID13 and U,DDO 
In im. 

Idaho was shown as Uie second 
largest producer ot sugar beets by 
short tons from tlie acre, with an 
Bversse yield of 13.8 toiu In 1033-43. 
California was first, WIIDIIM short 
tons yield from tho acre, wlih Colo- 
rado a dost second with 13.7 short 
tons from the acre. 

In 1D13. Idaho was cqueeied out 
ot first placo by UUli by the slight 
margin ot one-tenth of one per edit 
ot a short tone yield per acre.
